The applicant has> after having received the international search report, one opportunity to amend the claims ol the 
international application. It should however be emphasized tbm/slhceeJ! parts of the imema^onal applration (claims.- 
description :antf drawings') mayibe amendaddimhg the Ihtamatfonal preliminary examination procedure, there is usually 
no heed to file amendments of the ciaims under Article 19 except where, e.g the applicant wants tho latter to be published 
for the .purposes/of .prpvisidnat prbteclion or has another reason .for amending the claims before inmmatiDna! publication/ 
Furthermore, i! shou Id be emphasized that provisional protection is available in some States only. 



What parts of the International application may be amended?
